Althou gh 
mu ch 
ex citement 
has 
been occasioned by the ru ling of Sec­ 
retary of State Grav es to the 
effect 
that the right of v oters this su mmer 
to cast a certain party ballot in the 
primaries mu st depend solely on the 
party ticket v oted by the particu lar 
elector in 1912, the ru ling 
will 
not 
make so v ery mu ch difference after 
a ll. iThe secretary of state say s that 
if a v oter v oted for a majority of 
the Progressiv e party candidates, for 
ex ample, two y ears ago, he mu st now 
ca ll for a Progressiv e party 
ballot 
when he enters the primary bootn.

Railw ay Bill. 
Railway Capitalization Bill—Empow­ 
ers the interstate commerce commis 
sion to su pervise the issu ance of stock s 
and bonds au thorized by interstate 
railways. 
Railways seek ing su ch a u ­ 
thority mu st give reasons for Issu es 
and the pu rposes for which proceeds 
are to be u sed. 
All issu es made con 
trarj* to tin* orders of the commission 
are pu nishable by fine and imprison­ 
ment of all persons, officers, directors 
or other agents, responsible. 
In seek ­ 
ing au thority to issu e secu rities rail­ 
ways are requ ired to su bmit to the 
commission terms, conditions and rates 
of interest of stock s and bonds involv­ 
ed. 
Pipe lines and telephone compa­ 
nies are brou ght within the pu rview of 
the proposed law. 
Distinctions are

Trad* Commis s ion Bill. 
Interstate Trade Commission Bill — 
Creates a commission of three mem­ 
bers, each to receive a salary of $10,(XX) 
a year. 
All corporations with a capi­ 
tal of more than $5.000,000 a re requ ired 
to tile reports with the commission. 
The 
commission 
is 
empowered 
to 
classify corporations with capital of 
less than $5.000,000 that may be re­ 
qu ired to rei>ort to it. 
All the powers 
of Inqu iry into the operations of cor­ 
porations exercised by the commission­ 
er of corporations are transferred to 
the commission. 
The commissioner 
ship is abolished 
All investigations 
Into the activities of corporations, con­ 
du cted by the commission, are to be 
made u pon Its own motion instead of 
being u nder the direction of the prest 
dent as is the commissioner of cor­ 
porations. 
Pu blicity of reports of cor­ 
porations is requ ired. Section 10 of the 
bill requ ires the commission by direc­ 
tion of the president, the attorney gen­ 
eral or either hou se of congress to in­ 
vestigate alleged evasion of the anti­ 
tru st law and to mak e recommenda­ 
tions of changes In all laws affecting 
bu siness. 
The commission is requ ired 
to see that the execu tion of any decree 
against any corporation to prevent oi 
restrain a violation of the anti tru st 
acts is effective, thu s acting as an arm 
of the departm ent of ju stice. 
In mak ­ 
ing Its inqu iries the commission may 
enforce the attendance of witnesses 
and compel the produ ction of book s 
and papers. The report of the bill said 
in part: “The whole theory of the crea- 
tlo u o f the commission has been to 
mak e It an efficient and u sefu l inde­ 
pendent 
body, 
concerned 
with 
the 
maintenance of proper su pervisory re­ 
latio ns of the federal government over 
Indu strial corporations engaged in In­ 
terstate commerce.”
